‘he article by Mr. E.R. Patterson in the 

Canacian Courier, deaouncing basel. 1, an 

extract fom which was published ia this column last 
week. Mr. Fitzgerald writes: 

“That old cry of professionalism, “gnawing like 
a vulture at ils very heart,’’ looks very well in print. 
Clean, open professionalism is decent. Can as 
much be said of a great part of the species of ama- 
feurism that stalks through the land? You can't 
find a tennis meet at which stars are not imported 
to add interest. Are they real amateurs? 

“The ideal condition is, of course, to have the 
public play its own games. But there is more than 
that in our modern sport. It is also an entertain- 
ment, something to take a man out of himself, to 
forget his business cares and throw himself into the 
fray. The fan does speak his thoughts aloud and 
the fact that he does abuse the umpire and the play- 
ers is scarcely a fault of the game surely. Let 
him abuse. It only indicates how far away from 
his cares and worries he is. That is reason enough 
for the existence of professional baseball, 

“Nobody ever aecused a baseball player of 
crookedness; few professionals are ever panned for 
indifference in their work. They play to win first 
and to draw salary secondarily. 

“It may be new for Mr. Paterson to learn that 
few ball players care to represent their home towns. 
The reasons are obvious. There are enough Can- 
adians playing the game to give Toronto a first- 
class team, What good purpose would that serve? 
Your amateurs are bought and sold, too, Mr. Pater- 
son, and without the same legitimate purpose. Evi- 
dently Mr. Paterson is not very familiar with base- 
ball conditions and nothing further need be sald on 
this aspect of the subject. Haat

R. Cross’ reference to the situation in the 
MI coal mining industry went not a whil too 
far. We are bringing hundreds of thou- 
sands of people into this country each year and it is 
the duty of those entrusted with responsibilities af 
government to see to it that they can provide them- 
selves with the ordinary necessities of life. 

The conditions in the mining industry are a con- 
stand scandal. Trouble is never far distant. Fou 
years ago there was great suffering all through 
these provinces on account of a long-continued 
strike. Now we are face to face with a much more 
serious situation than then. The demands of the 
consumers have largely: increased and the mines 
have been tied up for a much longer period than 
on the previous occasion. 

“It is the bounden duty of the Alberta govern- 
ment to solve this coal situation,” said Mr. Cross. 
“If necessary by the government ownership and 
operation of the mines. This policy may be extreme, 
bul it is not necessarily therefore improper. To my 
mind it is the only solution. If we are to have these 
same troubles from year to year the government is 
plainly not doing its duty. If my advice were accept- 
ed the people would own their own mines in two 
years, and be obtaining coal at cost prices.” 

Such a step would be extremely radical, But 1 
is the only one that is open toa government if those 
to whom we look to afford us the fuel supply we 
require do not do so. We could not afford to allow 
our railways to lie idle because the companies oper- 
ating them could not come to an agreement with 
their men. No more can we the mines. It is not as 
if only the companies and their employes were con- 
cerned. Their friction ties up the whole of our in- 
dustrial and domestic life. The public interests must 
be supreme and there can be no dilly-dallying with 
so long continued 2 crisis. 

Mr. Cross intimated that he stood firmly for a 
policy of opening up the country beyond Edmonton 
and making it tributary to this city. The manner 
in which this declaration was received indicated 
clearly how strongly those in the large gathering 
were impressed with the necessity for speedy action 
along these lines. Herein lies the most vilal ques 
tion that Edmonton is face to face with today and 
the man who keeps it to the fore may always depend 
on the strongest kind of popular support.

The Investor 


The pessimistic statements that were made last 
weck by Senator Melvin Jones, president of the 
Massey-Harris Co.., in respect to the season’s resuits 
in the West are very hard to understand. It is quite 
certain that in parts of Saskatchewan an early frost 
caught much of the grain and has affected the yield 
of that province materially. But large areas of: the 
best grain have been harvested safely and reports 
from the most reliable sources are that the total 
yield is away in advance of the best previous years. 

So far as Alberta is concerned, there is no ques- 
tion that an excellent showing will be made. One of 
the latest districts in the province was that of which 
Stettler is the centre. Last week John J.. Barber, 
living near that town, threshed oats from forty-five 
acres which yielded one hundred bushels to the 
acre and weighed 52 pounds to the bushel. 

So far as the Edmonton country is concerned, 
there is general unanimity that the ycar has been 
one of the best on record and the final crop returns 
are looked forward to with confidence. 

t i e i 

The real estate market in Edmonton has during 
the past week entered decidedly interesting stage. 
The reservation close to the centre of the city of 
some three square miles of land by the Hudson’s 
Bay Co. has had a profound effect on the city’s 
develo} ment and it has been recognized all along 
that when the company finally decided to put the 
reserve on the market, values would be enormously 
influenced, At the first of the present year it was 
announced that strip lying immediately to the west 
of First street would be put on the market. This 
last week the intelligence has come that the whole 
reserve will be disposed of. 

Surveys are being made now. The feature will 
be. the laying out of two diagonal streels, across the 


entire property. Size 


It has been believed all along that arrangements 
had been. made with the C.P.R. by which it would 
have a site for large terminals in the western por- 
tion. If this ever was the idea, it has evidently been 
abandoned. But the railway must have large ter- 
minals somewhere. Where will they be? The general 
feeling is that the arrangement made some years 
ago with Strathcona will be carried out and that they 
will be found on the south bank of the river. There 
was a time, and not so long ago, when this might 
have caused some bitterness in Edmonton. The two 
municipalities might have bid against one another 
for the boon. Now that they are one place in name, 
as well — in fact, all this is precluded.

The result of the Hudson’s Bay announcement 
has been that First Street prices have received an- 
other large stimulus. Big advances from the Boule- 
vard down took place within a few days. 

An important deal, which was initiated a month 
ago, was brought to a head this week. The Can- 
ada Life Insurance Co. has bought from FC. 
Lowes & Co., the northeast corner of First and 
Rice. There is 66 feet on First, and the price paid 
was $1,300 a foot. As the property only ex- 
tends 90 feet back on Rice, the price is a good one 
It was purchased by the Lowes Co. last November 
for $50,000, an advance of $28,000 In less than a 
year, It is believed that the Canada Life intends 
to put up a large block on the corner next year.

~~ HE coal mining industry in Edmonton and vi- 
cinily is exceedingly active as a result of the 
large demands thet are being made by out- 
side points. The price has advanced to five dol- 
lars per ton, the highest that it has ever reached.

tourists. The mountain streams in this part of the 
district are almost overflowed with the best of fish, 
which makes that part of the country an angler’s 
paradise. 

Since the Grand Trunk Pacific surveys have been 
pushed through and vast areas of the finest and 
richest soil revealed to the explorers, the prospect 
for a very heavy traffic through the settlement of 
this part part of the country seem alone to justify 
the construction of the steel highway which is now 
nearing completion. Mineral and timber prospect- 
ors and land seekers are already flocking into this 
part of the territory. 

The maximum grade of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
raiJway through this beautiful fertile country is only 
16>feet to the mile, against 116 feet to the mile in 
other railroads. Such a condition of things should 
add greatly to the facilities for the shipping of the 
produce of the country to the markets of the Domin- 
ion. There are nearly 2,000,000 acres of rich 
agricultural land awaiting the settler to the east of 
Hazleton in the Bulkley, Endako and Nechaco val- 
leys. The, mineral resources of the mountainous 


regions ‘around the Babine range are tremendous, ” 


and this part of the country is yet unprospected. Be- 
fore many years have elapsed Mr. Lett thinks that 
large smelting furnaces will be in operation in this 
district owing to the many indications of minerals.

HE Duke of Sutherland and his party speat 
T some days at his estate at Clyde, leaving 
for the south on Tuesday night. 

The Montreal Herald has these editorial obser- 
vations to make on the Duke’s project: 

_ His Grace the Duke of Sutherland, our newest 

Canadian tmmigrant, Is going to have a very Inter- 

esting time If the reports current concerning his ‘- 


tentions for his vast estates in the West of Canada 
are anywhere near correct. His Grace is credited 
with the intention of establishing the tenant-system 
of farming of England upon a large scale in the vir- 
gin soil of Alberta, where he hopes to be free from 
“mob-rule” as exemplified in the last budget of the 
Asquith Government and from Socialism in the 
shocking desire of the tenant farmers of England tu 
own their own lands. 

It has been alleged as one of the most serious 
charges against the landlords of England as a class 
that they show a certain inability to read the signs of 
the times, to perceive changed conditions and to a- 
dapt themselves thereto. If the Duke of Sutherland 
is really under the impression that the tenant farm- 
ing system of England can be duplicated in the West 

Canada, he must surely be a singularly bad ob- 
serve’ of conditions. In a country where land ‘s 
still practically to be had for the asking, or upon 
such terms that any responsible man wo is known 
lo he witung ‘e work can: gét it and pay for it ou! 
of his first few crops, ownership is at ‘te very fowin- 
dation of self-respect. The Westerner would as 
soon think of paying lilhes ta the local Anglican rec- 
tor, or rendering mititary service to a feudal baron. 
as of paying a part of the product of his crop to an- 
other man for the privilege of raising it on a partic- 
ular piece of land. 

It may certainly be possible to bring tenants ut 
from England, for emigration under such circum- 
stances cafls for less initiative and less accumulated 
savings and involves less risk and hardship to the 
emigrant than adventurous faring forth to seek free 
land on one’s own account. in the same way the 
domestic service guilds are able to bring out a large 
number of girls yearly who would not come to Cana- 


ada without the assurance of a dependent position | 
,.to, guarantee, them a living. 
many Canadians know to’ their cost;:do’.not/remain 
“domestic; they marry, torthe extent:of about-eighty 
_ per cent., and the rest go into factories and eventual. . 
“ly perhaps marry likewise. 


They seek those forms 
of independence which ate most fashionable among 
their class in Canada, And so it will be with the 
tenant farmers. As soon as they get the lay of the 
land, so to speak, they will do as they see every- 
body else doing, and take up land of their own. And 
his grace will be looking around for new tenants. 
Now the deviation-of an imported domestic from 
the path of domestic service is one thing, and not a 
very serious thing, involving nothing worse than one 
more visit to the employment office by her late mis- 
tress; but the deviation of a tenant farmer from the 
path of tenancy means that the farm lies idle until 
another tenant farmer takes his place. Besides 
which, a constant change of tenantry will be very 
bad for that relation of dignified paternalism to- 
wards his flock at which His Grace seems to aim, 
and which is so admirably adapted to keep thelr 
votes on the right side of follitics and thus obviate 
the dangers of mob rule.’ Even the practice of 
touching the cap will be {mperilled, and we doubt 
if the curtsey can ever be properly acclimatised in 
Canada. Ina word, His Grace is up against a very 


puzzling proposition.
